CASUALTIES ARE YET UNKNOWN 


More Territory Now in Our Possession 
Than Was Contemplated in the 
Peace Protocol When It Was 
Signed by McKinley 
and Cambon. 


Washington, August 18-—The war de- 
partment made public today the dispatch 
of General Merritt, giving the official 
gtory of Manila’s fall, and also the text 
of the significant instructions sent Gen- 
era] Merritt yesterday requiring the in- 
surgents and all others to recognize the 
authority of the United States in the ter- 
ritory occupied by our forces. These dis- 
patches were about the only positive de- 
yelopment of the day. 

Nothing had been heard from Gen- 
eral Merritt as to the casualties last 
Saturday except that he estimated the 
killed and wounded at fifty. 

Another point on which the officials are 
without definite information is as to the 
extent of our present authority in the 
Philippines. Under the 
the United States was given the occupa- 
tion of Manila, with the bay and harbor, 
until a permanent disposition of the 
Philippine question was reached, 


But according to press dispatches, 


peace protocol, 


which are, however, so circumstantial 


as to be credited in most official quar- 
ters, General Merritt and Admiral 
Dewey received the capitulation of the 
entire Philippine archipelago. 

There appears to be some doubt, there- 
fore, even among officials, as to whether 
our present authority and jurisdiction 
covers Manila only, as provided by the 
peace protocol, or covers all the Philip- 
pines. There is a disposition to await 
fuller official information before laying 
down a policy as to the extent of our 
jurisdiction in the islands. Secretary Al- 
ger said today that he had heard nothing 
oficial of the surrender of the entire 
Philippine group. At the same time the 
secretary did not discredit the accuracy 
of the press advices stating that the 
eapitulation had this far-reaching effect. 


Assumes Authority Over All. 
Pending more definite information, the 


attitude of the officials is to assume that 
our authority covers Manila city, Manila 
bay and harbor, and also reaches other 
territory as may be occupled by the millf- 
tary and naval forces. The latter phrase 
is elastic enough to cover any or all of 
the Philippine islands that may have been 
brought under our authority by the re- 
fent surrender, The instructions sent to 
General Merritt have in view the expan- 
Sion of our possessions, based on the 
terms mentioned in the protocol, as they 


distinctly state that this government is 
iM possession of Manila and that its au- 
thority to preserve peace and order will 
be exerteq “within the territory occupied 
by their military and naval forces.” 

The cabinet meeting tomorrow is ex-

Washington, August 18.—Dispatches. of 
importance were received and considered 
at the war department early today. Im- 
mediately after the arrival of Secretary 
Alger at the war department he had a con- 
sultation with General Corbin and denied 
himself to visitors. The conference was a 
protracted one. They were considering 
dispatches received from General Merritt 
and from Santiago. 

The conditions at Santiago are causing 
a great deal of uneasiness and it is be- 
lieved that more troops will be ordered 
there very soon. Already orders have 
been issued directing the Fifth regular in- 
fantry, now at Tampa, to proceed at 
once to Santiago. 

Tnquiries ‘have been made as to the con- 
dition of the immune regiments which 
have not yet sailed with a view of sending 
them to Santiago. 

The government intends to take vigorous 
measures to preserve the peace and keep 
order in Santiago and the other cities 
which are under United States control. As 
a further step in this direction the presi- 
dent today directed that the Twenty-third 
Kansas regiment (colored) be dispatched 
to Santiago to form part of the army of 
occupation of Cuba. 


NATIVES PERSECUTE SPANISH. 


Military Ordered Out To Suppress Riots 
in Porto Rican Towns. 

, Ponce, Porto Rico, August 18.—The na- 
tives show a disposition to persecute the 
Spanish residents and several minor riots 
have occurred here. At Yace last night 
the natives threw stones and bricks into 
Spanish shops in retaliation for outrages 
committed within the Spanish lines. The 
military has been ordered to suppress these 
demonstrations and punish the offenders.

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CURTIS ACT CAUSES TROUDLE. 


Provisions of the Bill Are Difficult To 
Carry Out. 

Washington, August 18.—The interior 
department is experiencing some G:fficu'ty 
in carrying out (ie provisions of '1e Cur- 
tis act revising the laws of Indian ‘Terri- 
tory. It provides, among other thivxs, that 
all annuities, royalties, etc., shall be paid 
the residents of the territory by the eecre- 
tary of the interior, but does not make ap- 
propriation to defray expenses i curred 
in this work. This and otn*r provisions 
of the bill, it is said, undonbtedly will he 
amended by congress.

Thus it has 
come to pass that while we have not 
sought this war with Spain, yet provi- 
dence has made it instrumental in 
bringing within the sphere of our {n- 
fluence and under the protection of our 
flag remote islands which would other- 
Wise have remathed beyond our reach. 

Of course, we do not contend that our 
national mission is to extend the bounds 
of freedom solely through the enlarge- 
ment of our own.

A Monument to General Lafayette. 

Several weeks ago we called the at- 
tention of our readers to the plan sug- 
gested by Mr. Ferdinand W. Peck, of 
Chicago, commissioner general to the 
Paris exposition, for suitably commem- 
orating the part taken by General La- 
Fayette in the struggle for the Ameri- 
can revolution. 

General LaFayette sleeps in the heart 
of Paris, but there is no monument over 
‘him unless the rough stone which some 
one has placed at the head of his grave 
may be called by that name. With this 
exception there is nothing to mark the 
spot in which the great friend of Ameri- 
can l*berty repaoses. 

Mr. Peck’s plan is for the schoo! chil- 
dren of the United States tto raise the 
sum of $250,000 with which he proposes 
that one of the finest monuments ever 
fashioned out of marble be erected over 
the grave of General LaFayette in time 
to be unveiled on July 4, 1900. He says 
that at this time the Paris exposition 
will be in full blast and that hundreds 
of Americans among other visitors from 
scattered parts of the earth will then 
be present in 'the French capital. 

For the purpose of bringing his plan 
before the country with proper dignity 
Mr. Peck, some time ago, submitted it 
in writing to President MciKnuley, ask- 
ing him to indorse it if it met with his 
unqualified approval. ‘We learn from 
recent statements given out by Mr. Peck 
that his plan has not only met with 
President MecKinley’s unqualified ap- 
proval, but that the latter intends to 
co-operate with him cordially in the 
matter of putting ,it into effect. We 
are authorized to say that on October 
19th next, which is the anniversary of 
the surrender of General Cornwallis at 
Yorktown, President MeKinley will is- 
Sue a proclamation calling attention to 
the plan of Mr. Peck for erecting a mon- 
ument to General LaFayette and urg.ng 
eyery school child in the United States 
who is not ihindered by the straightened 
circumstanees of parents to contribute 
some little fractional sum of money to 
the proposed fund. In this way it is 
thought that the full sum of $250,000 
can be raised without the slightest dif- 
ficulty and thus att the same time be 
made broadly representative of the re- 
spect in which Americans hold the mem- 
ory of General LaFayette.

canceling the debt of good will which 
the United States owes to France for 
the gift of Bartholdi’s statue of liberty 
which today guards the entrance to New 
York harbor. 

Mr. Peck’s plan, in view of ‘the strong 
considerations with which it is urged, 
is well calculated to kindle enthusiasm 
and we feel confident that tthe requisite 
$250,000 can be readily secured in the 
manner outlined. There are not less 
toan 10,000,000 school children in the 
United States, and if each one of this 
number contributes ithe small sum of 
two and one-half cents the full amount 
can be made up. 
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New York’s Burdensome Canals. 

The taxpayers of ‘New York state are 
indignant over the burden of expense 
to which they have been subjected in 
the scheme to improve the canals of 
that state and the charges of fraud 
which they are now engaged in making 
are apparently well sustained by tthe 
facts. 

Several years ago the legislature of 
New York state was induced to appro- 
priate the tmmense sum of $9,000,000 
to improve the canals of the state with 
the assurance that the sum mentionea 
would be amply sufficient for the pur- 
pose, Matters progressed slowly, but no 
investigation was made into the man- 
agement of the affair until quite re- 
cently, when it. was ascertained that 
the sum appropriated was subsiantially 
exhausted while tthe work’ itself was 
not half complete. 

“rom the information which we have 
it appears that the length of the im- 
provements to be put upon tthe canals 
was fixed at 638 miles, but up to the 
present time, with the sum appropria- 
ted, only 245 miles of improvements 
have been finished, leaving 393 miles 
yet to be finished, for which it is stated 
that the additional sum of $13,651,000 
must yet be appropriated. Such being 
the status of the affair ft is not sur- 
prising that the taxpayers-of New York 
state should be indignant. This ig ane 
of the problems which now looms with 
commanding import above the horizon 
of events in New York state and upon 
its proper solution much in the future 
depends. 

We fail to understand why it ig that 
the principles of common honesty are 
so frequently trampled upon in the dis- 
position which is made of public reve- 
nues, especially in the matter of im- 
provements of the kind under discus- 
sion. Actually it has come to pass tthat 
integrity in such cases is the exception 
and not the rule. We are inclined to

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THE FLORIDA’S DASH

The 
British flag was run up, and by this ruse 
the vessel succeeded in getting pretty near 
the gunboats before her real character was 
discovered. ‘“‘Four minutes of hesitation 
may save us,”’ said Captain Maffit. 

Then came a warning shot across her 
bows. She made no response, either by 
gun or signal. The next instant a terrific 
broadside burst from the challenging ship 
(the Oneida). Two more federal gunboats 
quickly joined the melee. The Florida was 
shot through and through. One ll-inch shell 
rent her side only three inches above the 
water line. The Plast of missiles which 
swept ever her decks tore her spars ana 
rigging to shreds and splinters. The cries 
of the wounded and the helpless sick rose 
shrilly above the roar of the cannonade. 

At this moment an attempt was made to 
hoist the confederate flag, but the hand of 
the man who grasped the ropes was torn 
by shrapnel, and he desisted in agony. All 
this while, remember the Florida was pow- 
erless to reply with a single gun. The 
strain of this passive conflict was awful. 
The ship seemed dovumed. 

But she was swift—as a successful block- 
ade runner has need to be. Her engines 
heaved and strained ana fanted, the steam 
pressure almost at the bursting point. It 
was no time for caution. Helpless as she 
seemed, she was rushing through the 
water at a speed unattainable by her pur- 
suers. Their shot began to fall short. 
They heaped rosin upon their fires until 
the black smoke gushing from their funnels 
was flecked with flame, but it was no use. 
Slowly the ship which had seemed their 
almost certain prey drew away from them, 
aud at last made safe anchorage under the 
suns at Fort Morgan. 

Scarcely less extraordinary was the 
escape of this vessel through the blockad- 
ing lines some months later. She started 
out at night, close on the heels of a temp- 
est. Possibly the bitter cohi—it was mid- 
winter—made the waich a little remiss, any- 
how, she was not sighted until about day- 
break. Then drums sounded, lights flashed 
and there was general commotion, 

All day long she was hotly chased by no 
less than a dozen armed ships, but by even- 
ing all were distanced except two. These 
were finally thrown off the track by a 
clever though risky stratagem. Captain 
Maffit damped his fires, thus subduing the 
betraying smoke, and closely reefed his 
sails. This, in the mist and gloom, made 
his vessel practically invisibie. Her pur- 
suers passed by at full speed, and great 
was their wonder as to what had become 
of her; it was even surmised that she had 
sunk, so sudden and mysterious was her 
disappearance. Meanwhile she was quietly 
making off in a new direction. 

The tables, however, were sometimes 
turned. A notable instance was the un- 
happy experience of the confederate crufser 
Stag in 1864. This misguided craft, which 
had been long at sea and inaccessible to 
news, sailed confidingly into port. and 
was allowed to come to anchor under the 
guns of Fort Fisher without a hint that 
the post had meanwhile fallen into the 
hands of the national forces. 

The officers were naturally jubilant over 
their seemingly safe return to Dixie. and 
soon a great celebration was in progress 
in the cabin. Corks were popping, wine 
was flowing and the toasts were growing 
Indescribably eloquent, when proceedings 
were interrupted by the wu expected ap- 
pearance of a “middy’’ in ;lue uniform. 
The announcement which ie made was 
rather startling: 

“Gentlemen,” he said, “you are a prize 
of Admiral Porter's squadron. As paroled 
prisoners you are at liberty to finish your 
repast.” 

But the “repast’’ had lost its relish. The 
eloquent toastmaster stood as if paralyzed, 
with glass uplifted, and the luckless mer- 
rymakers sneaked away to their quarters 
4with scarcely a word. Their joyous home- 
coming had proved as (Gsastrous as a 
Spanish ‘‘victory.” Such are the vicissi- 
tudes of war. 
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The Paris Commission. 
From The Washington Star. 

There need be no doubt that the Ameri- 
can members of the commission which will 
meet in Paris and arrange the terms of 
final settlement between the United States 
and Spain will be men of the highest credit 
and capacity, amply able and disposed to 
protect the country’s best interests. The 
work calls for men of the first class, and 
such are at the president's command. That 
the commissioners will work in unison—will 
present a solid front in support of the 
American case—is also easy of belief. 

October lst is the day fixed for the meet- 
ing of the commission. There is time, 
therefore, for the clearing up 6f matters 
now in controversy ‘here at home, for the 
gathering of much useful information about 
all questions likely to come beore the com- 
mission, and for the strengthening of the 
American lines generally. The time will 
be improved. There is full recognition of 
the necessity of governing the fruits of 
victory in a way which shall make them of 
lasting benefit to the country. 

It is scarcely necessary to add that the 
discussion in Paris will be confined solely 
to the United States and Spain. Not only 
will no other power be represented on the 
commission, but no other power will be 
heard, even indirectly. What this outside 
power or that may desire with respect to 
this question or that will not affect the 
decision of the commission one way or an- 
other. The United States through its rep- 
resentatives will be dealing directly with 
Spain, and about matters which chiefly con- 
cern it and Spain. No outside pressure will 
be in order. None is likely to be brougbt 
to bear. 

Nor will the element of partisanship en- 
ter either into the preparation or presenta- 
tion of the American case. The war was 
declared by a non-partisan vote, and has 
been conducted by the president strictly on 
non-partisan lines. His appointments will 
bear the closest scrutiny on that score. 
So that in closing up work begun so well 
and conducted so successfully there should 
be and will be a faithful adherence to this 
same principie. Just as we presented a

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ADMIRAL CERVERA 
Is IN NO HURRY TO GO. 


Washington. August 18.—Admiral Cervera 
will not return to Spain for the present, 
and reports from Anrapolis stating that he 
would leave for .Washington today are 
said at the navy department to be due 
to misapprehension. The admiral has made 
no application to leave and it is the belief 
that he will be the last of the Spanish 
prisoners to go home, es he has shown a 
fatherly regard for all the other officers 
and men and appears to be desirous of see- 
ing them on their way hameward before 
he leaves. 

The naval department has not taken up 
the question of the final disposition of the 
Spanish prisoners, although it has passed 
upon one or two special cases in which the 
circumstances made speedy action adyisa- 
ble. One of these was the case of Dr. Ju- 
rada, the venerable Spanish naval surgeon, 
held with the other Spanish prisoners at 
Annapolis. The doctors reported that Dr. 
Jurada was very feeble, and that while 
he may be able to reach Spain if released 
now, he would not be able to make the 
trip a month hence. The navy department 
accordingly directed his release and the 
Spanish chaplain will be aliowed to ac- 
company Dr. Jurada to Spain. 

The case of Captain Moreu, commander 
of one of the cruisers of Cervera’s fleet, 
has also received special actian by the de- 
partment. It appears that Captain Moreu 
ig not only an officer of the navy, but is a 
member of the Spanish parliament. With 
the prospect that the parliament would 
reassemble at an early date, Captain Moreu 
was desirous of returning to Spain and 
participating in the sessions. In particular 
he expressed the desire of telling the Span- 
ish parliament of the generous treatment 
accorded to him and all other Spanish 
prisoners hy the United States. The offi- 
clals felt that such a statement from Cap- 
tain Mcreu could but have a salutary ef- 
fect. His release was accordingly ordered.

“Where, for such errors which do not go 
to the root of the action or detense, a new 
trial is granted, 1 think that your univer. 
sal experience will testify that a second 
jury, in at least twenty-nine cases out gf 
thirty, finds the same verdict over again. 
making the whole procedure between the 
two verdicts a total loss of time, expense 
and labor. And 80, as the judges snoud 
exercise a liberal discretion in reducing ex. 
cessive verdicts in cases-of unliquidateg 
damages, they should exercise a like digere. 
tion in other cases, and never grant a ne» 
trial, even for manifest errors, where it ig 
clear that no positive harm has resulted 
and substantial justice been done. Review 
by appeal is only designed for parties realiy 
aggrieved, and in jurisdictions where fyjj 
power to this extent does not really rege 
in the courts, it ought to be provided 
Juries are naturally jealous of any intep. 
ference by the courts with their exhaustive 
domain, and their will must finally prevail} 
upon the facts. In the celebrated case of 
Shaw vs. the Worcester Railroad Company 
the supreme court of Massachusetts get 
aside the first verdict of $10,000 for error, 
The second jury gave $15,000 and the court 
set it aside on the same ground again. The 
third jury gave $22,500, and then the court 
denied the motion to set it aside as ex- 
cessive, but gave up the unequal contest 
and let it stand.”

A SOLDIER LOVER 


Mattie White Attemps Suicide A Second 
Time Last Night. 


SCENE AT POLICE BARRACKS 


She Wept and Smiled While Waiting 
for the Ambulance. 


THE FAITHLESS LOVE FEELS CONTRITION 


John L. Golden Fincs Himself Bur- 
dened with Too Much Love—Her 
Life Saved Again. 


WBHEPING WYSPERTCALILY WHILE 
an officer was sending a hurried message 
to the hospital for the ambulance, Mattie 
White sat in the waiting room at the pol‘ce 
barracks last night fast getting under the 
influence of morphine she had swallowed 
with suicidal intent. 

While she sat there a young soldier lean- 
ed over her trying to comfort her, byt he 
was playing a double role and she seemed 
to know it. He whispered words of love in 
her ear, and then turning off to a police- 
man he would mutter: 

“When a man is tired of a woman he 
just doesn’t want her, and that is all there 
is about it.’’ 

The young woman had attempted her life 
because the soldier lover was trying to get 
rid of her. 

While she was waiting fo» the ambulance 
she cried and moaned and now and then 
sa'd to some one near her: 

“He loved me once, but now I am getting 
old and ugly and he is tired of me. Oh, 
My God, I want to die.’ 


At each fresh outburst the soldier would 
fo to her side and try to say something to 
Stop the weeping. 

The soldier was John L. Golden, of the 
hospital corps, at Fort McPherson. 

This was the second time the young WO- 
man had tried to kill herself about the 
soldier lover within the past two days. 
The first attempt was made at the fort 
and her life was barely saved by the phy- 
6icians. 

Last night Golden called to see the young 
woman at her boarding house in the city 
and there must have been a stormy scene 
between the couple, for the upshot of the 
visit was that the woman swallowed a lot 
Of morphine and told her erstwhile lover 
that she would soon be out of the way. 
Man-like, Golden became fr'ghtened’ and 
g0t the woman into the care of a policeman 
@S quickly as possible. ;

and faithlessness. Ghe had met Golden 
when he was a clerk in a store in Jack- 
sonville, Fla., and she gave up all to go 
with him. We left Jacksonville and joined 
the army. As soon as she could she fol- 


lowed him, thinking he would be glad to 
see her. When she arrived in Atlanta she 
made haste to see him, and then she dis- 
covered that his love had grown colq and 
that he wished to get rid of her. Death, 
she thought, was preferable to life with- 
out John and she took the first deadly dose 
of morphine. Fate decreed that she should 
not die just then, and Golden, feeling some 
contrition, talked with some of the old-time 
fondness and she smiled again. Last night 
the cloud of chilled affection again darkened 
the horizon of her life and once more she 
decided to leap into the dread eternity. 
The Grady hospital physicians went to 
work to once more cheat death of his will- 
ing victim and they stated that they be- 
lieved they had the best of the game.

THE COUNTY BEXECUTIVE-COMMIT- 
tee and its officers were unanimously re- 
elected last night at a sanuss meeting of the 
white democrats of Fulton county, held in 
the basement of the county courthouse for 
the purpose of electing a new executive 
committee. :

The Meeting Last Night. 
Chairman Albert Howell, Jr., called the 
mass meeting to order last night and was 
loudly applauded as he took the chair. He 
requested Mr. James Gillespie to act as 
secretary. In calling the meeting to order, 
Mr. sowell made a few remarks, telling 
of the object of the meeting and referring 
to the work accomplished by the retiring 
executive committee. He gaid: 

“Fellow Democrats of Fulton County: 
It is my pleasure to call to order this large 
and representative gathering of the dem- 
ocrats of Fulton county for the purpose of 
selecting an executive cimmittee and of- 
ficers to serve the party for the next two 
years.

NEW DEPOT PLAN 


He Thinks a New Union Depot is Needed 
in Atlanta. 


W. AND A. PRESIDENT TALKS 


He Wants His Roads To Use the Pres- 
ent Depot for the Present. 


WILL ATTEND THE COUNCIL CONFERENCE

Except His, Should Erect a 
Joint Structure. 


PRESIDENT J. W. THOMAS, OF THE 
Western and Atlantic railroad, was tn the 
City yesterday, having come for the pur- 
pose of attending to business in the office of 
the road here. He remained until the after- 
noon, when he left in his private car over 
the Central railroad for Savannah, where 
he will meet Mrs. Thomas, who will ar- 
rive on a steamer from New York city. 

‘Mr. Thomas is well known in Atlanta 
and consequently had a number of visitors 
during his stay in this city. He remained, 
however, in his private car all day, except 
for a brief visit to the local offices of his 
road in the Austell building. He will pass 
through the city again in a few days, but 
will not stop for any length of time. 

He will, however, return to attend 

conference between the city officials and 
the railroad men next Tuesday in Atlanta, 
if one is held, and apparently takes great 
interest in the question of a new depot. He 
is of the opinion that improvements are 
needed and it is his idea to have all roads 
except the Western and Atlantie and Nash-

His reasons for excluding the Western 
and Atlantic and Nashville, Chattanooga 
and St. Louis railroads from this new de- 
pot he yesterday afternoon when 
seen in his private car.

“I came to Atlanta on business connected 
with the office here, but this is not of such 
a character as to be made public. I always 
like to be in this city. It is only a night's 
ride from Memphis, my home, and I there- 
| fore often come here. 

“I leave this afternoon for 
where [ will meet Mrs. lrhomas 
pass through Atlanta on my way home. 
only, however, for a few moments. 1 will 
return next Tuesday for the purpose of at- 
tending the conference to be held here be- 
tween the city officials and the railroad 
men in regard to the proposed new depot. 

“I wrote Mayor Collier that I would take 
great pleasure in attending the conference 
and I intend coming, although I prove to 
be the only railroad man to put in an ap- 
pearance. The depot question is creating 
somewhat of a stir, I notice, and I am not

“This union depot, it must be admitted. 
is badly in need of repairs and work should 
commence on it as soon as possible. It is 
also the case that a new depot is needed, 
and I should like to see one erected. My 
position on the question is this: The union 
depot, as you know, was leased from the 
State of Georgia by our company for a 
term of twenty-nine years, and etght years 
of this lease has expired. Our road con- 
trols the-railroad tracks from Loyd street 
to Whitehall street, paying for this lease 
$50,000 annually. 

“For the privilege of bringing their trains 
into the depot the other roads pay us 
rental amounting to $30,000, making the 
cost of the depot to us $20,000 a year. Now 
the other roads are receiving very poor 
accommodations in this depot and the 
thing for them to do is to jointly erect a 
permanent depot in another place, leaving 
, this one for the use of the Western and 
Atlantic and Nashville, Chattanooga and 
St. Louis railroads. 

“For our needs it is large enough. We 
have three trains each day to leave the 
depot and the same nuraPer to come in, We, 
therefore, can get along very nicely where 
we are and have no inducement to move. 
If the other roads leave this depot {t would 
be repaired and made more presentable, 

“It ts impracticable to erect another 
building on this spot, for the structure 
would not be permanent and at the expira. 
tion of the lease would revert to the state. 
It is therefore out of the question for either 
our road or all railroads jointly to erect a 
Structure here, unless the Georgia legisla- 
ture makes special provisions by which we 
would be allowed to buy the property. 

“Unless some measure is passed either 
authorizing the sale of the property to the 
railroads or making other provision for its 
disposition it is safe to say that no attempt 


Will be made to erect a depot on the present 
site. Of course the other roads may object 
to erecting a depot in a spot further re- 
moved than this from the center of the 
city, but this is mere conjecture. I shall 
attend the conference and will await with 
considerable tnterest to hear the views ex- 
pressed by the members of council and the 
railroad officials.”

Technology, for the competition for the 
Aaron French scholarship in the school. 
This scholarship has been given the school 
by Mr. French, of Pittsburg, in order to 
help deserving boys get an education. 

Mr, French feels that the money that 
Can be expended in a scholarship of this 
kind will be most wisely used through the 
authorities of the school than in any other 
way and he has placed a specified sum— 
enough to pay for the expenses of a stu- 
dent in the institution—in the hands of 
President Hall to be used as he thinks best 
for the maintenance of some young man in 
this state who wishes a technical educa- 
tion but is not able to obtain it through 
his own resourcds. 

The gift of Mr. Frepcn is greatly ap- 
preciated by the trustees and faculty of 
the school and his generosity has received 
Indorsement from many sources. This is 
not the first time that he has shown his 
Interest in the Technological school and 
the education of the young men of Georgia. 
When President Hall was working to get 
an appropriation through the Georgia 
legislature for the textile department of 
the school and laying prans tor that im- 
portant branch of technical training Mr. 
French made a Hberal donation for the 
purchase of machinery. 

The general examination for the French 
scholarship will be held in different parts 
of the state on September 28th. The places 
where the examinations are to be conduct- 
ed will be named later. 

The conditions laid down 
Hall are aS ioilows: 

l. The appicant must be fifteen and a 
half years old and a resident of Georgla, 

2. The parents, gwardian or immediate 
family of the applicant must not have tax- 
able property amounting to more than 
$3, 000. 

%. The applicant must present on entrance 
certificates of good character and exem- 
plary habits. 

4. The applicant must present himself at 
some p.ace in Georgia, to be named here- 
after by President Hall, on the 28th of next 
September for a written examination in the 
following suljects: 

Aigebra (Lyman Hall’s) through qguadra- 
ties, piane geometry, first book english 
grammar. 

5. The papers of all applicants will be 
‘examined by the school faculty and the 
scholarship will be awarded to the student 
receiving the highest average. 

6. The scholarship may be forfeited at 
any time by deficiency in studies, neglect 
of duty or breach of regulations. 

7. The beneficiary must accept the money 
advanced as a loan from the schoo} and 
give monthly notes of small amounts of 
$10 to $25 each, due after leaving the school. 
without interest and thus perpetuate the 
scholarship. 

8. No student who has heretofore been a 
member of the apprentice (or higher) c'ass 
of the school shall be allowed to com- 
pete. No student who has heretofore been 
a member of the freshman (or higher) class 
of any college be allowed to compete. 

9. Applicants desiring to compete will 
apply to President Hal! for blank form of 
application between August 26th and Sep- 
tember 20th. 

Mr. French has received numerous re- 
quests for assistance and desires to say 
that the fund donated to this scho'arshin 
ls in answer to the requests made upon him 
by seemingly deserving people. In future 
all reouests for aid fram youvrne men toa- 
ward the completion of their education wil’ 
be referred to President Hall who will aec- 
quaint them with the conaitions of the 
scholarship. 

President Hall requests that all state 
papers copy the above conditions, that any 
young men wishing to know may learn

Fighting Regiment Will Bid Good- 
Dy fo American Shores, 


ORDER ISSUED YESTERDAY 


Lieutenant Normoyle Left for Tampa 
Last Night, 


COMMANBER FORBES GBES SOON 


Order for the Removal or Release of 
the Spanish Prisoners from Fort 
McPherson May Come Any 
Moment—The News of 
the Fort. 


AS PORECASTED IN‘THE CONSTITU- 
tion of two days ago, the Fifth United 
States infantry will not return to Fort Mc- 
Pherson, but will be sent to Santiago to 
do garrison duty unti] the government of 
the island is finally turned over=to the 
Cubans. 

No time will be lost in getting the regi- 
ment on transports, and the two ships, 
Knickerbocker and Saratoga, now in the 
harbor of Tampa, will be utilized in con- 
veying the Fifth to its destination. Owing 
to the uncertainty of Amer'can occupation 
in Cuba there is no way of telling how jong 
the Fifth infantry will be abroad, but it is 
altogether probable that the men will not 
see American shores again before the end 
of the year. 

Great disappointment was expressed by 
the wives and families of the officers of the 
regiment, who have all remained at Fort 
McPherson, when it was known with cer- 
tainty yesterday morning that the Fifth 
was destined for Cuba. The ladies of the 
army are always glad when their husbands 
or brothers are given opportunity for dis- 
tinguishing themselves, but many of them 
were bitterly opposed to the idea of send- 
ing the Fifth to Santiago only for the pur- 
pose of doing guard duty. 

Lieutenant Normoyle, quartermaster of 
the regiment, left for Tampa last night to 
take his place in the Fifth before its de- 
parture from Tampa and many méssages 
were intrusted to his care by the anxious 
wives and sisters of the officers at the 
post. 

Owing to the shortness of the time pbe- 
fore the regiment sails for Santiago, the 
400 recruits for the Fifth now at Fort Mc- 
Pherson will not have time to join the 
ranks, but will probably be sent over by 
transport in the course of a week or twa 
All of the recruits are anxious to see ser- 
vice in Cuba and were in hopes of being 
sent along in order to make the trip from 
Tampa with their regiment. 

Captain Forbes, of the Fifth, now in corn- 
mand of the garrison at Fort McPherson, 
will be ordered to join his regiment as soon 
as the affairs of the post can be straighten- 
ed out and left in the hands of another 
officer. It is the opinion of Captain Forbes 
that the war department may send the re- 
cruits for his regiment to Santiago under 
his command after all the men designed for 
the Fifth have arrived from the recruiting 
Stations over the country. 

The following order was issued 
headquarters of the department of 
gulf yesterday morning: 

“Pursuant to telegraphic’ instructions’ 
from the war department, the Fifth United 
States infantry, now at Tampa, Fla, is re- 
lieved from duty in this department, and 
will proceed to Santiago, Cuba, v.a trans- 
ports Knickerbocker and Saratoga, to sail 
from Tampa, Friday and Saturday, August 
19 and 20, 1898, reporting upon arrival to the 
commanding general department of Santi- 
ago for duty. The regiment will take its 
full equipment and equipage and ample ra- 
tions and medica) stores for the journey. 
Wagon transportation will be left at 
Tampa.”’ 

Spanish Prisoners Ready To Go. 

An order for the removal or release of 
the Spanish prisoners now under guard at 
Fort McPherson is confidently expected by 
the officers in charge at any moment. 

Several weeks ago a request was sent to 
the war department by the department of 
the gulf asking that the twenty Spaniards 
be dismissed from the post, and it is known 
by the officers in commang that the gov- 
ernment is now considering the advisabllity 
of releasing ali the prisoners taken during 
the war. 

The telegram sent to the war department 
by Major Taylor two days ago, asking for 
the transfer of the Spaniards in order to 
use the building occupied by them, has not 
been answered, but the reply of the gov- 
ernment will probahly come sometime to- 
day. Major Taylor said yesterday: 

“The room in which the prisoners are 
confined is a large and open one and would 
be of great advantage as a hospital for 
the fever patients. Upon the departure of 
the Spaniards the building will be trans- 
formed into wards for the sick and will be 
a substantial addition to the hospital] ser- 
vice. 

“My telegram was sent two days ago, 
but up to the present time I have received 
no answer. The sooner we get contro] of 
the building the better it will be, as the 
next hospital train from Fernandifia, with 
170 patients, wil) arrive in a few days. 

“When the order comes the Spaniards 
will be taken away as soon as possible.”’

The figures of the returns were finished 
by Tax Receiver Armistead 
morning and he made his report to the 
comptroller of the state yesterday after- 
noon. For six weeks competent account- 
ants have been at work on his books and 
they finished their work late Wednesday 
night. 

The valuation of property generally has 
inc:ecased since last year. The greatest 
increase has been in real estate in the

city. The value of city property over that 
of ccunty property is over $28,000,000. This 
is said to be due to the fact that prop- 
erty owners in the country are allowed to 
assess their own property and those in the 
city have their property assessed by the 
board of city assessors. 

The total valuation of property in the 
county is $50,338,925. Over $32,000,000 of this 
is real estate In Atlanta. The total shows 
the value of money debts and debts in the 
county to be almost as much as the real 
estate valuation of ihe property of the 
county outside of the city. 

The county shows a greater increase in 
proportion to the value of the property 
than the city. 

Some intcresting figures are shown upon 
the books. According to the returns there 
are 206 lawyers in the county, 184 doctors,

An {nteresting synopsis of the Wars In Which 
We Have Been Engaged. 


THE NATION BEGAN IN INFANCY 


« 


To Have Misunderstandings to Settle Which a Resort to Arms 
Was Necessary—-How the Bashaw and Old Bomba 
Were Brought to Terms. 


I notice you quote from a Globe-Demo- | 
crat writer who professes to tell us about 
the invasions of foreign lands by our 
troops. 

Now the reading public would no doubt 
relish at this time information of this kind, 
and writers on the subject should endeavor 
to be as accurate as possible when pre- 
suming to teach us authentic history. 

Your editorial corhment leads us to be- 
lieve that the writer’s research was neither 
careful nor full enough for the best infor- 
mation. 

General William Eaton's demonstrations 
in the interior of Tripoli would never have 
brought the bashaw to terms and liberated 
Bainbridge had’ it not been for our fleet 
lying in the harbor. 

And General Hull’s invasion of Canadian 
soil was not only a failure in itself, but 
very disastrous to the American arms. 

Let us say the first hostile invasion our 
arms ever made was that of Commodore 
Preble and Captain Bainbridge into Tripo- 
litan waters in 1803, and tnough Bainbridge 
and his crew, together with their ship. 
were captured by the enemy, the men were 
afterwards rescued and Tripoli humbled. 

‘During the captivity of Bainbridge and 
his men General Eaton and Hamet, the 
rightful heir to the throne of Tripoli, col- 
lected a small force of men, consisting of 
American marines and natives friendly to 
Hamet’s cause, set out from Egypt on an 
expedition against some outlying provinces 
of Tripoli. At this juncture, however, the 
usurping bashaw signed a treaty of peace 
with our representative Mr. Lear, on board 
the American fleet. 

Depredations on American commerce was 
the cause of this rupture. 

During the war of 1812 General! William 
Hull, governor of Michigan territory, sta- 
tioned at Detroit with a force of 2,500 men, 
crossed into Canada July 12, 1812, but with- 
Out any successful operations retired to 
Detroit and on August i6th ingloriously 
surrendered his force and entire territory 
to the British forces under General Brock. 
Hi! was afterwards courtmartialed and 
sentenced to death. His advanced age and 
former services in the revolution, however, 
saved him from this ignominious death. 

Further invasions of Canadian soil dur- 
ing this war were made under the direction 
of General Henry Dearborne. 

Colonel Solomon Van Rensselaer with 
1,000 men crossed the Niagara river and at- 
tacked Queenstown heights Octopér 13, 1812, 
but was obliged to surrender—not, however, 
until the British general, Brock, was killed. 

On the 27th day of April, 1813, by order 


of General Dearborne, General Pike, with ‘ 


1,700 men, attacked the capital of upper 
Canada, which was the British depository 


of military stores and a post of great im- | 


portance to the British army. Pike was 
killed, but the place was taken by the 
Americans. 

On the 2d of October, 1813, General Har- 
rison and Governor Shelby, of Kentucky. 
crossed into Canada with a force of 3.500 


men and attacked the British under Gen- , 


eral Proctor and the Indians under Tecum- 
seh in the great battle of the Thames. The 
Americans were completely 
having killed Tecumseh and captured the 
entire British force, excepting Proctor and 
about 200 men. 


The invasion of the British territory in | 


America by the United States in 1814 was 
begun by 3,500 men under General Brown, 
July ist. Chippewa, Lundy’s lane and 
Bridgewater, the siege of Fort Erie and a 
second engagement at Chippewa extending 
from July 4th to the 12th of October, all 
mark a serious conflict vr arms with but 
little advantage to either side until the 
Americans found themselves overwhelmed 
by heavy re-enforcements from Europe ai 
unable to longer combat the superior furces 
in the enemy’s country. 

During. this year the ‘large number of 
able commanders and desperate men en- 
gaged and the scant advantage zaired 
shows that the conquest of Canada was 
exceedingly difficult. 

The losses from the opposing armies 
throughout the conflict was about equal. 

In 1812 the dey of Algiers ordered the 
American consul to leave his country and 
the Algerines proceeded to harass our mer- 
chantmen, capture our ships and sell our 
Sallors into slavery. 

Congress declared war in March, 1814, and 
dispatched Commodore Decatur with a 
squadron of American vessels to Algerine 
waters. 

June 18, 1815, Decatur captured a frigate 
and a brig and so terrorized the Algerines 
that the dey on July 4th signed a tresty 
agreeing to give up all the soldiers and 
sailors captured, restore all the property 
taken and to pay an indemnity of $6,900,000 
besides. This episode forever stopped the 
ravages on our merchant marine by the 
Barbary states. 

In the year 1817 knowledge came to the 
authorities of the government that certain 
desperate characters made up of Seminole 
and Creek Indians, Spanish thieves and 
English adventurers were making incur- 
sions from the Spanish territory of Florida 
into the adjacent states and territory of 
the United States for the purpose of rob- 
bery, murder and arson. 

The president authorized General Andrew 
Tackson, of Tennessee, to raise troops in the 
southern states and proceed to the frontier 
and protect the citizens from these depre- 
dations. 

Instead of calling on the governors of the 
several states for men, Jackson issued an 
address to the riflemen of west Tennessee 
who had fought in the battle of New Or-

DEPOT MATTER GOES 


—-— 


Council Decides To Petition the State 
Railroad Commission. 


COMMITTEE MET YESTERDAY 


Read Letters from Railroad Officials 
and Then Acted. 


WILL NOT ASK FOR ANOTHER CONFERENCE 


If Railroads Desire To Discuss the 
Matter They Will Have To Seek 
the Committee. 


THE FIGHT BY THE CITY OF AT- 
lanta for a new depot will now be taken 
before the state railroad commission, and 
no conference will be held between the city 
committee and the railroad officials unless 
the conference is requested by the railroad 
officials. 

This course was decided upon yesterday 
afternoon at a meeting of the committee 
on manufacturers, statistics, freight rates, 
transportation, etc., held in the mayor's 
office. To this committee was referred the 
resolution introduced at a meeting of coun- 
cil to take action looking to filing a petition 
with the railroad commission relative to the 
need of a new depot in Atlanta. 

At the first meeting of the committee it 
was decided to hold a conference and have 
the railroad officials present in order that 
the views of both sides might be obtained. 
The officials were notified of this, and their 
answers to the invitation of the committee 
disclose the fact thaf*only one of them will 
be able to be present, This correspondence 
was considered at the meeting yesterday, 
and the committee agreed that if the rail- 
road men did not care enough about the 
matter to be present, the city would go 
ahead: and continue the fight without the 
conference. 

The matter was discussed and Alderman 
Mayson was of the opinion that in view of 
the fact that the railroad men could not 
attend the meeting, he thought the city 
should take the course intended and file 
a petition with the railroad commission. 
He moved that a favorable report be made 
on the following resolution, which was 
referred to the committee: 

“Atlanta, Ga., August 1, 1898.—Whereas, 
the passenger depot now used jointly by 
the railroads terminating in or passing 
through the city, has become entirely in- 
adequate to meet the convenience and com- 
fort of the public, and this ccndition of 
affairs naas existed some years, and vet 
the railroads have taken no steps to rem- 
edy the evil, be it 

‘Resolved, by 
council of the city of Atlanta, That a com- 
mittee of five, with the mayor as qhairman, 
be appointed from this bedy to act in con- 
junction with the city attorney and his 
assistants, and prepar? a petition setting 
forth in detail the above facts and present 
same to the railroad commission, and pro- 
cure if possible an order requiring the 
different railroads of this city to prepare 
suitable accommodations for the traveling 
public.” 

The report of the commiitee was read at 
the special meeting of council and was 
unanimously adopted. In the discussion of 
the matter Alderman Mayson said: 

“All the railroad officials, with the ex- 
ception of one, had excuses for not attend- 
ing the mecting. It is very apparent that 
the roads are not running into our arms 
in this matter. There is nothing to do but 
to pass this resolution, and for the com- 
mittee to take it to the ratiroad commis- 
sion. The railroads can then come and 
be heard from if they want 'to.” 

The resolution provides that a committee 
of five be appointed and that the mayor be 
the chairman of the committee. The com- 
mittee will be appointed at an early date, 
and will at once begin work on a petition 
to be presented to the railroad commission. 
The petition will set forth the situation in 
Atlanta, and will ask the commission to 
force the railroads to erect new depots in 
the city. 

The committee will make no effort what- 
ever to get the railroad officials to confer 
with it. If the railroad men desire to meet 
with the committee, it is understood that 
a meeting will be held, but otherwise noth- 
ing will be done. looking to a conference. 
The city has done all in its power to obtain 
the conference, and it is understood will 
make no further effort to that end. 

The fight for the depot will be pushed as 
vigorously as ever, and it is believed the 
railroad commission will recognize At- 
lanta’s urgent need for a new depot. The 
petition to be presented will be prepared 
under the direction of City Attorney An- 
derson and his assistant.

HE DISPLAYED MUCH NERVE 


Jeff Harbin Was Cut in the Fight. 
Court To Investigate the Affair 
When Jordan Shows Up. o 


Perino Jordan, who was so fearfully cut 
by Jeff Harbin night before last, was out 
yesterday riding in a cab, and afterwards 
in a trolley car. This but emphasized the 
statement of his friends that he was a 
man of mveh nerve and grit. Most men 
would not l2~. been able to leave their 
beds for a y-#sk at least, yet he was out 
with his face sewed with many stitches, 
and while the wounds were still bleeding. 

It is said by a young man who entered the 
rooms of the Christopher Columbus Club 
shortly after Jordan was cut ‘that the 
wounded man was sitting on a pool table, 
pale from the loss of blood and so weak 
that ‘he could scarcely stand alone, talking 
about the fight. He said: 

“Well, I believe I was whipped fair, but 
I am still in the ring and as game as ever.” 

Harbin was in police court yesterday 
afternoon to stand trial, but the case was 
postponed until Jordan could be heard 
from. Harbin did not escape being cut 
himself. In the hand-to-hand fight for the 
possession of the Knife he received a cut 
on the back of his left hand and two or 
three slight cuts on his face and neck. 

Harbin says he will be able to, prove that 
the knife he used on Jordan belongs to the 
latter. It is now in the possession of the 
arresting officer. 

Will Crawforé, who saw the beginning of 
the figiht in the clubroom, says Jordan was 
the aggressor at first, and that it looked as 
if nothing would do him but a fight with 
Harbin. When he saw the two men were 
struggling for the knife, Crawford left. He 
knew that it was a contest for a weapon 
with which one or the other would probably 
be killed, and he did not wish to be a wit- 
ness in a murder trial. - 

Jordan and Harbin thave wen regarded 
as the two best all-round men on the mus- 
cle in Atlanta, and for these two, of all 
men, to get together in a struggle for life 
was a fight which is not often witnessed, 
and they being alone on the third . fluor 
of a building made the fight all the more 
thrilling. 

The affair is to be fully investigated in 
the court as soon as Jordan is ready to 


appear.

POOL OF WATER CONDEMNED.

COUNCIL CALLS 
BOND ELECTION 


Ordinance Was Unanimously Passed at 
Special Meeting. 


LUMPKIN OPPOSES ORDINANCE 


Thinks It Will Be an Unnecessary 
Burden to Taxpayers. 


THE BONDS WILL BE FOR $200,000 


Money Will Be Used in Improving and 
Extensing the Water System 
of Atlanta. 


The city council] met in special session 
yesterday afternoon at 3 o’clock for the 
purpose of passing an ordinance ca!ling for 
an election on the issuance of city bonds to 
the amount of $200,000 for the purpose of im- 
proving and extending the water mains of 
the city. 

The ordinance was read and discussed 
and finally passed. There was no opposi- 
tion to it except from Councilman Lump- 
kin, who made a short talk opposing its 
passage. He said: ‘ 

“I had hoped that this scheme had been 
buried never to be resurrected. I can 
understand the need we had for this bond 
Issue in the spring, but now the situation 
has changed. In the spring we were press- 
ed for money. Since that time the court- 
house deal has been called off and $60,000 
has been saved. We restored to the water 


department the money we took from it. 
Pipes are now being laid in the city 
wherever they are needed. My ward ts far 
behind in this matter, but I am frank to 
Say there are few streets in my ward in 
need of water. The first and third wards 
are not crying for water and if they do not 
need it what on earth do the other wards 
want. The city owes about $3,000,000. The 
interest on this is about $170,000 per year. 
If we had the interest we have paid this 
year there would be no need to issue these 
bonds. Why make the people pay for this: 
why put a burden on them? They ta'k of 
forcing people to fill up their wells, but 
what councilman here would vote for such 
a measure? If you did you would not come 
back here again. You know as well as I 
do that the plans are already made to 
spend the bulk of the money in the center 
of the city.’’ 

When a vote was taken on the ordinance 
it was unanimously adopted. Councilman 
Lumpkin voted favorably and explained 
that he did so at the request of the chair- 
man of the finance committee in order not 
to injure the sale of the bonds. 

The ordinance calling for the bond elec- 
tion is identical with the one passed last 
March when it was thought the election 
would be held in June. There is no change 
in the call with the exception of the dates. 
It explains the law on the question and 
tells of the action of the legislature in 
giving the city authority to hold the elec- 
cion. The ordinance also provides for the 
expense of the election. It is a lengthy 
document and was prepared under the di- 
rection of City Attorney Anderson. As soon 
as the ordinance is signed by the mayor a 
notice of its passage will be published. The 
law requires that this notice be published 
thirty days prior to the election in order 
that all persons may be aware of the in- 
tention, on the part of the city, to hold the 
election, 


ALDERMEN. DISCUSS STANDS. 


Action by Council Was Concurred In. 
Other Matters Acted on by the 
Aldermanic Boari. 

The aldermanic board met yesterday 
afternoon at 3 o’clock and adjourned until 
after the meeting of council. When the 
meeting was called to order after council 
had adjourned the first matter taken up 
was the report of the conference commitiee 
on the petition of Hammack & Lucas to 
erect a fruit stand at the corner of Peach- 

tree and Marietta streets. 

The petition and the action of the com- 
mittee was read to the board as was also 
a communication signed “‘Taxpayer.”” This 
communication made some reference to 
previous petitions and was critical in Its 
Statements, 

after its reading Alderman Rice said: “I 
came here with the iment of not opposing 
this ordinance and of not voting on the 
question, but now I[ propose to vote 
against it. 1 feel inclined to ho’d it up for: 
two weeks. I voted against other stands 
and voted against tnis one. I don’t object 
to Mr. Hammack having this fruit stand if 
you grant licenses to others, but I will 
oppose them all.’’ 

Chairman Dimmock § stated that he 
thought Alderman Hice had been very con- 
sistent in the manner of casting his votes 
on these questions and thought any criti- 
cism was entirely unjust and should not be 
noticed. Later Mr. Rice stated he would 
not fight the petition, but would go on 
record as voting against it. 

Each alderman in his turn made a few 
remarks on fruit stands and explained 
their votes on questiuvns of this kind. They 
all agreed that if licenses were granted to 
one there was no reason why they should 
not be granted to others. 

A'derman Dimmock spoke in favor of 
fruit stands and said he thought they were 
a good thing. They brought business to 
the city and gave people a chance to ob- 
tain good fruit. He believed in granting all 
of them with certain restrictions. The only 
way to kill them was by abolishing all of 
them. 

The action of council on the committee's 
report was concurred in. 

The action of council! in offering a reward 
for the siayer of Officer Mills and in giving 
$85 for his funeral expenses was also con- 
curred in. The board also concurred in 
the water bond election ordinance. The re- 
funding of taxes to coal dealers was con- 
curred in as was the granting of a num- 
ber of free licenses. The board then ad- 
journed.

A TIME LIMIT

They Will Be Allowed To Sell the Liquor 
They Have on Hand. 


ORDINANCE PASSES YESTERDAY 


ee le _—_— 


An Effort Was Made To Reconsider 
Liquor Ordinance, but It Failed. 


DRUG MEN WERE GIVEN UNTIL OCTOBER 


It Was Agreed by Council That They 
Should Be Given a Chance To Dis- 
pose of Their Liquor Stock. 


THE LIQUOR ORDINANCE PASSED 
at the last meeting of council which gave 
drug men such a hard blow and which 
abolished the hot free lunches in all city 
saloons, bobbed up serenely in council yes- 
terday afternoon. 

Councilman Hammond brought the mat- 
ter back before council by a motion to re- 
consider the ordinance and allow it to go 
before a committee before having been 
finally acted on. One of his teasons was 
that he thinks the ordinance illegal, and 
another that one part of the ordinance, 
which was a substitute, was not contem- 
plated. He explained that a number of 
people wanted to be heard on the subject 
and it Was as a matter of courtesy to them 
that he asked for a reconsideration of the 
ordinance, 

Councilman Lumpkin made the point that 
Mr. Hammond had voted against the ordi- 
nance, and therefore could not move 4 re- 
consideration. His point was overruled by 
the chair. 

Councilman Hammond said: “I think the 
matter ought to be fully considered by a 
committee. inere are a number of drug 
men carrying a large stock of liquors and 
if the ordinance is signed and becomes a 
law they will.be unadie to dispose of this 
stock, They will be left with the stock 
on their hands. If the ordinance is pass- 
ed I think it should give them a reasonable 
time limit in which to dispose of their 
goods,” 

Councilman Thomson, who has made the 
fight against the sale of liquors by drug 
men and who introduced the original ordi- 
nance, said: “I hope council will not re- 
consider the ordinance. This idea of wip- 
ing out things is a new one—no, it isn’t 
either. There has been an idea that you 
can sweep away a whole board of educa- 
tion at one time.”’ 

Councilman Thomson’s reference to the 
abolition of the old board of education 
caused considerable laughter. He was 
president of the old board at the time coun- 
cil did away with it. 

When the matter was put to a vote the 
motion to reconsider was lost by a vote of 
eight to five. 

Alderman Woodward then introduced a 
resolution giving the drug men and others 
coming under the Thomson ordinance until 
October Ist to dispose of their -stocks. 
The ordinance was unanimously adopted 
ahd is a8 follows: 

“Be it ordained by the mayor and gen- 
eral council that all drug stores and oth- 


er places heretofore doing a wholesale or. 


retail liquor business in eonnection with 
any other business be ailowed until the Ist 
aay of October, 1898, to dispose of any stock 
of liquors they may have on. hand. 

“Sec. 2.—This ordinance shall act as an 
amendment to the ordinance passed at the 
session of general <ouncil on August 15, 
lays, and shail be operative upon the terms 
herein specified.’’ 

This ordinance makes it possible for the 
drug men to dispose of their liquors and 
does not cause the ordinance to work such 
a great hardship on them as it would oth- 
erwise have done.
